GAVE HIS NAME AS RIELY.

When Confronted by Warden and
Philpot He Ackmowledged
That He Had Been a Con-

viet and Coufessed.

The man arrested at Coptralia. Mo,
about one week ago on a charge of pase-
ing counterfeit money, who gave his nama
as Reily, has beem identified as Jacebd
Brill. one of the most moted counterfeiters
who ever operated in the Btate.

The return yesterday from Jefferson
City and Centralia, Mo., of Lee Philpot,
Thnited Btales Becret Service officer. &
vulged the identity of the priscner. as
well as the confession of Brill

Besides making a complets confesslon
to Philpot, Brill! told where be had hidden
socme of the spurfous colns under a rail-
road culvert near Centralia, Mo., and fol-
lowing the Instructions of Brill, Philpot
unearthed elevmn counterfeit gold pleces.
Brill wus arrested at Centralia, Mo.,
afler passing a counterfeit § gold plece
on W. E dMcDonald a grocer. Soon afier
Brill had left the store McDonald discov-

ered that the coin was spurfous and when
Harry Meyers, a private detective, entered
the store McDonald loformed Meyers of
the discovery.

The two men left the stove hurriedly
and went In the direction takem by Hrill
Belleving that he would probably leave
town, they went to the C. & A. depot, but
maw nothing of the man., After Investiga-
tion they discovered him in one of a siring
of freight cars on a switching truck near
by. Brill saw the detective as he entered
the car and the two men pursued him and
placed him under arrest.

He was turned over to Marshal Willls
Hulen, who lecked him The priguner

Erill was found pulled put,
C. Camercn found fuourtesn counterfeit 5
£9ld pleces. When the traln reached
Mexico, Mo.. he tuwrned the money over
to the town authorities. It had leen
learned in Mexico that a supposed coun-
terfeiter had been arrcaied, and the money
wns Immediately relurned to Centraila,
where It was held as evidente.

United States Deputy Marshal McKeana
at Jeflerson City was notified and ook
the prisoner to Jefferson City., where he
was given a preliminary hearing before
Commissioner Gelsburg.

In the meantime, Colonel Murphy. in
charge of the United Blates Becret Service
office In 8t. Louls, had been notified, and
sent Philpot to Jefferson City. The pris-
oner declared to Phlipot that his pame
was Riely. but when Warden Hall of the
Penitentiary was called and declared that
Brill had recently been In the State prison
on a Federal charge, Brill admitted that
his name wos not Riely and that he had
been releaved from the Penltentlary April
2, 14 .

He then related the whole history of
his career since his release. He said that
shortly after he received his liberty he
want to Chicago and secured employment
in a freight-ship house, and after recefv-
ing his first pay he embarked Into the
counterfefting businers and turned out W
silver dollars before he left the city. He
then went to Detroit, where he dinpowed
of most of the money.

Heturning to Chicago he mads several
hundred 3 gold pleces. He then started
for the West, pussing through Joliet,
Epringfield and several other towns, after
which h* cume to Missourl. He sakl that
he had worked alone.

The following duy, after being plarced
In prison at Centralia, Mo, he nearly suc-
revctded In escaping by knocking the bot-
tom out of & zine bucket and using it as
a saw. Heltad nearly severed n wooden
bar which wos used to prevent him open-
Ing the door of his cell. when discovered.

Coionel Murphy, In charge of the Becret-
Bervice Office in St Louts, yesterday su.d
that Bri'l had besn econvicted and served
thres terma In the Penitentiary for coun-
terfeiting.
